here has been a peaceful revolution in Colombia— 
an agrarian revolution as a result of which more 


than 7.5 million acres of land now belong to the farmers 
who till them. 


Colombia's Agrarian Reform Institute came into be- 


ing in 1961, to gel land reforms under way, and to keep 
them going. Since then, over 100,000 families have been 
granted tide to public lands or land acquired by pur- 
chase, expropriation or through gifts, Three quarters of 
them now have about 50 acres of land each. In I960, 
80,000 families were buying their own farms as part of 
the government's program. 


The U.S. and international agencies are playing an 


important part in the transformation. The U.S. Agency 
for International Development (A.I.D.) has helped 
substantially in the area of supervised credit—to the 
extent of loans of more than $18.5 million—and with 
technical assistance, 


Many of the new landowner-fanners used to work 


as sharecroppers, or scratched a living from an over- 
worked, crowded strip of land. The present average 
small farmer has more than doubled his income over 
a two year period. 


And when a man owns his land himself the rewards 


are much more than those counted up by the statis- 
ticians for economic reports.

FORT SMITH, Ark. (AP) - 


Bill Harold, vice president in

Harold made the statement at 


a joint hearing of the state Pub- 
lic Service Commission and the 
Oil and Gas Commission. 


Harold and Wyatt Thomas, 


vice president of exploration 
and production, said Arkla had 
asked the Federal Power Com- 
mission for permission to build 
a 300-mile pipeline through a 
part of Western Oklahoma and 
the Texas Panhandle and to de- 
velop natural gas resources in 
those states, 


Harold said construction of 


the pipeline would result in a 
cost of 35 to 36 gents per 1,000 
cubic feet of gas,

South wasted no time get- 


ting into a position where he 
couldn't make his contract. 
His play to the first trick was 
fine. There was no point in 
not playing dummy's ace of 
spades. At trick two he led 
the king of trumps and the 
contract had found its way to 
that "bourne of space and 
time from which no traveler 
returns." 


He played just as quickly 


when he led a trump at trick 
three. The 4-1 trump break 
gave him pause and he did 
the best he could by drawing 
trumps and leading a club 
toward the dummy, but when 
East topped dummy's king 
with the ace, South had no 
way to avoid the loss of two 
tricks in each minor suit. 


North was unhappy. "Too 


bad we don't play transfer 
bids. I would have made four 
hearts." 


"Against some leads, yes. 


Against a spade lead, no," 
replied South. 


"Want 
to 
bet?" asked 


North. 


If a bet were made North 


would win. This is one of 
those h a n d s where South 
should c o u n t to 10 before 
playing to trick two. He 
sees one spade, two dia- 
monds and one club pro- 
vided there aren't any minor 
suit singletons around. He 
can and should leave trumps 
alone and try to collect six 
trump tricks! 


He doesn't need mirrors 


for this. Merely a simple 
dummy reversal. At trick 
two he ruffs a spade. Next 
comes a club lead to East's 
ace. Later he ruffs another 
spade 
with his 
last low 


trump, plays out his ace and 
queen of hearts if he feels 
like it, cashes two diamonds 
and a club, ruffs dummy's 
last spade with his last high 
trump and is left with dum- 
my's king of hearts as his 
10th trick.

Outbreak of 
Locusts in 
Some Areas 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The so-called 17-year locusts 


have emerged from their under- 
ground burrows in various parts 
of the nation to drum their fa- 
miliar mating song through an- 
other summer. 


A survey showed today the 


outbreak of the insects, which 
are actually misnamed periodic 
cicadas, has primarily occurred 
in wooded areas of the Bast and 
Middle West. 


Particularly heavy concentra- 


tions were reported only in cer- 
tain areas of Indiana. Along 
Fall Creek in northeast Indian- 
apolis the insects were almost 
as thick as swarming bees and 
the noise of the 
incessantly 


drummed love songs was deaf- 
ening. 


Although the cicadas general- 


ly cause little damage to plant 
life, they have cut through the 
branches of many maple, mul- 
berry and fruit trees in the Fall 
Creek area. 


The cicadas caused slight 


damage to fruit trees in north- 
eastern West Virginia. 


In Minneapolis, entomologists 


said the outbreak was not se- 
vere and they were not recom- 
mending anything for control- 
ling the insects. 


Columbus, Ohio, and many 


other areas in the Midwest had 
outbreaks of the bugs, but none 
of the outbreaks were reported 
to be troublesome. 


A spokesman for the New 


York State Conservation Pe- 
partment said the state has es- 
caped a major infestation this 
yeaj. He said the insects have 
not generally 
been causing 


problems. 
"They don't defoliate like the 


Biblical locusts which are grass- 


, he said.

A 
new study by a statistical bureau 
estimates that more people will 
be working in every major oc- 
cupation group, except farming. 


By 19f5~just 5 .year's from now- 


the number of people aged 16 and 
over working in the United States 
will soar to a new average of over 
87 million-not including those in 
the Armed Forces. That same 
year farmers will decrease in 
mumber to only about 3 million. 
Though the American farmer 
was once a large portion of our 
w o r k i n g p o p u l a t i o n , 
mechanization has caused many 
of them now to go into other fields 
(of endeavor).; We are producing 
more agricultural products than 
ever before but with less man- 
power. 


So where will all these new jobs 


be found? The greatest need is

Hostages 
Released 
in Jordan

Jordan moved back from the 


edge of a civil war Friday when 
an Arab guerrilla leader freed 
62 foreign hostages, saying he 
was satisfied with concessions 
made by King Hussein. Two pla- 
neloads of Americans were 
evacuated from Amman, the 
tense Jordanian capital. 


Travelers from the embattled 


city reported that after five 
days of virtual war between 
Jordanian troops and guerrillas 
the streets were filled with rub- 
ble, wrecked vehicles and bod- 
ies. An estimated 700 persons 
were killed or wounded in the 
strife, touched off by an army 
crackdown on guerrilla activi- 
ties.
